Only one rallying cry transforms the destitute teenage 
Palestinian, Libyan, Syrian into community hero: 
Jihad! Holy war makes men boys, no? Crusades 
little something occupy recess time. Two decades short 
the 21st century, complex radio-controlled 
machinery traverses the galaxy and photographs distant 
planets, men the cradle civilization take that 
civilization’s most deadly weapons and fight old tribal 
and religious wars over who closer God. the 
conflict, British diplomat Kuwait said, 
“This round 477 5000-year-old war.” 

Long before Anwar Sadat took the first bullet the 
reviewing stand, the analysts the Middle East warned 
that was not going last forever, that others did not 
share America’s affection for him. The Israelis knew this. 
They, anyone, know how tenuous peace is. Whenever 
world opinion insisted that Israel was intransigent and 
demanded that Israel compromise even more, the Israelis 
answered that the political art compromise was not 
always appreciated the Middle East. There only one 
predictable element there, and that instability. 

The Israelis, for their own purposes but 
accurately nevertheless, pointed out that their conflict 
with the Arabs only one source instability. For 

years, Lebanon was considered the most progressive, 
civilized state. But the Christian-Moslem alliance 
crumbled PLO influence and who now can 


identify all the warring factions, scores them, fighting 
over neighborhoods, old insults family, organized- 
crime activities, religion, and political philosophies? 

Iraq wars with Iran over territory, and Iraq fights with 
Syria over territory, and both Iraq and Syria mercilessly 
suppress the Kurdish minority seeking independence. 
(Or independence only for Palestinians?) Libya exports 
terrorists anywhere, sends its troops the African state 
Chad, and threatens the Sudan. Moslem 
fundamentalists take over the holiest mosque Saudi 
Arabia. Yemen splits two. Eritrea battleground. 
Somalia cannot feed the starving refugees who flee war- 
torn Ogaden. 

Yet America pays scant attention the complexities 
the Middle East. When Israeli airplanes bombed Beirut 
earlier this year, Israel was immediately and properly 
condemned the world. But Israel wonders why the 
world, its forum the United Nations, has never 
debated the 120,000 deaths caused six years 
internal strife Lebanon. What protest was there 
1974, when the bombed and napalmed Kurdish 
villages, forcing 100,000 Kurds flee refugee camps? 
When the ruling Hashemite minority Jordan attacked 
that nation’s Palestinian majority and reportedly killed 
many 10,000 Palestinians, was the world moved 
such condemnation witnessed when Israel took out 
the Iraqi nuclear reactor, causing one death? 

this maelstrom instability and hypocrisy sits 
Israel, its 8000 square miles barely noticeable map 
the Middle East. Its Arab occupy more 
than five-million square miles. Yet are led believe 
that the only obstacle peace and stability the 
Mideast refusal give even more land. 
Actually, Israel that stable. Israel that holds 
elections regularly, and should the people tire 
Menachem Begin, they will vote him out office rather 
than assassinate him. 

Israel that continually has compromised. Israel 
withdrew from large parts the Sinai after its victory 
the 1948 war independence. After its victory over 
Egypt the Suez, Israel 1957 withdrew from the Sinai 
Peninsula but balked remoying troops from the 
strategically important Gaza Sharm Sheik. 
Israel was ‘that its security had not been 
guaranteed, and only when the threatened support 
economic sanctions did Israel withdraw. After the 1967 
war, Israel refused play straight man anymore and

refused withdraw from captured territories until the 
Camp David peace accord with Sadat. 

Since signing the treaty March, 1979, the Israelis 
have returned two-thirds the Sinai; and they are 
prepared give the rest April, despite the 
objections Jewish settlers the area. return for 
promises peace, Israel gave oil fields and air-force 
bases and, perhaps most important, buffer zone. The 
relevant military term penetration-in-depth. you 
wish knock out man, prefer smack him fast 
rather than signal your intentions from some distance 
and cross four-lane highway get him.

California, and few allies 
worked have set aside 
national park; 1890 they suc- 
ceeded.

Voting Rights Act and why Congress 
should let expire next year. dis- 
criminatory against the South, Harry 
says.

course, much evidence from the 
field suggests otherwise. But that’s not 
what want talk about. Senator 
letter set musing, references 
the Voting Rights Act usually do, about 
man named Tom Coleman and his anni- 
versary. have been hazy about the date, 
this time looked and found that 
has just passed. September 30, 
precise, was his 16th anniversary. was 
that long ago that Tom Coleman walked 
out courtroom Lowndes County, 
Alabama, free man, 
down two civil-rights workers. 

Jon Daniels, Episcopal seminarian 
from New Hampshire and Boston, was 
the first shot, from few feet away: 
with pump shotgun, The 
charge caught Daniels fullin the gut, lift- 
him up, and threw dozen feet 
back dusty street, dead the 
spot. 


Morrisroe, Catholic priest from ghetto 
church Chicago. Walking little be- 
hind Daniels, Morrisroe the first 
blast and run. Coleman shot 
him the lay the 
street, moaning for help and water for al- 
most minutes before ambulance 
came, while Coleman waved his shotgun 
around keep people away. Morrisroe 
was surgery for hours, but sur- 
vived. 

This happened August 20, 1965. 
was then civil-rights worker Selma, 
miles away, and knew Jon Daniels 
slightly. The Voting Rights Act had just 
been passed few weeks before. 
authorized the sending federal exam- 
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iners into counties and with fla- 
grantly bad voting-rights records. 
Lowndes County was one the first 
areas selected. 

was apt choice. The population 
Lowndes, which the heart the Ala- 
bama Black Belt, between Montgomery 
and Selma, was then percent black. 
But not single black voter was regis- 
tered the county beginning 
1965; none had been for many decades. 
The white population, the other hand, 
was more than 100 percent registered; 


which was not uncommon that 


those days. How, you ask the 


visiting reporters and the Justice Depart- 


ment asked how could this be? was 
big deal, said the imperturbable regis- 
trars, just that they gotten around 
purging the lists old folks 
died people left the county 
recently. big deal. 

For that matter, when early 1965 the 
first blacks defied custom and lined 
the seedy old county 
courthouse built, they say, with slave 
labor did not get particu- 
larly upset. course, they did move the 
registration office temporarily over the 
old jail, where they set tables next 
gallows. And while. the 
blacks were struggling with the 
literacy test, which included such ques- 
tions as, legal and legislative steps 
would the states Alabama and Missis- 
sippi have take combine into one 
the white registrars would talk 
about the gallows: guess many 
dropped through one would say. 
Another would add, wonder the old 
thing still works.” wonder took 
eight hours process grand total 
black applications.

Father Morrisroe was new the South 
just visiting, fact, vacation from 
Chicago’s St. Columbanus Church. 
Daniels, the other hand, had been 
the Black Belt all summer. practiced 
kind circuit-riding ministry, especially 
among rural black families, seeking out 
their isolated farmsteads from behind the 
wheel battered Volkswagen beetle. 
One major achievement his was the 
compilation handbook describing the 
various state and federal assistance pro- 
grams available these desperately poor 
people. Most them, those days, had 
never heard most such programs; the 
whites were just happy keep them 
off the federal dole dependent 
travels did unnoticed un- 
opposed. was pursued and shot 
least once while riding around the 
country. That why, told Morrisroe, 
had traded the little for swift 
new Plymouth Fury. drove the Fury 
like madman, the way clergymen do, 
apparently confident that Providence will 
protect them until their number comes 
up. invited Morrisroe come Fort 
Deposit observe the demonstration, 
and the Chicagoan agreed. 

first, neither man had any inten- 
tion joining the march they were 
simply going observe some 
pictures. But once they got there, Daniels 


changed his mind. There were more 


than teenagers involved, and the lack 
any adult presence among: them left 
them the whites alone. 
Daniels impulsively decided with 
them down Fort Deposit’s short business 
street, set out picket three es- 
tablishments, Herb’s City Cafe, 
McGrough’s Grocery, and Waters’s Dry 
Goods. Morrisroe fell step with his 
new friend. 


The whole thing was over few 
minutes. crowd angry whites, armed 
with clubs, was waiting for the thin line 
marchers, and local police snatched 
them before they had proceeded much 
more than block. They were carried 
the county jail Hayneville the back 
and that was the end 
rights march.

Stokeley Carmichael tried visit the pri- 
soners later that day, was arrested and 
tossed with them. 

The group spent six days jail, 
crowded into three cells with bad food 
and worse toilets, muggy Alabama 
heat.

proved hard arrange and kept them be-. 


hind bars until the afternoon Friday, 
August 20th. Then, for reasons never 
satisfactorily explained, the deputies 
suddenly opened the gates and ordered 
them leave the building bail, 
nothing, just clear out. They gathered 
the jail lawn, wondering how get 
town quick and inconspicuous 
manner; the deputies ordered them off 
jail property. Someone went call 
friend for ride. 

While they were waiting, Daniels and 
Morrisroe asked SNCC worker named 
Ruby Sales she had any money with 
which buy few sodas, cool them 
off and wash some the terrible jail- 
food taste out their gullets. She said 
yes, and the three joined Joyce Bailey, 
young woman who had also been 
and headed toward nearby store. 

The store, small, dull-red frame 
building, was typical poor America, 
decorated mainly with soft-drink posters 
and signs for headache powders. had 
been patronized without incident inte- 
grated groups before, and one the 
party was expecting trouble hoping 
cause any. 

But Tom Coleman was waiting inside 
the door, with his shotgun. Ruby Sales, 
leading the way, came the steps, saw 
him first, and heard him say something 
like, store closed. you don’t get 
off this goddamned property I’m going

Apparently that was when Jon Daniels 
saw the shotgun, because grabbed 
Ruby Sales and pushed her down, tak- 


ing the blast himself. Father Morrisroe 
reacted similarly, pulling Joyce Bailey out 


the way and urging her run, before 
caught the second shot just above his 
belt-line. 

After was over, Coleman walked 
the courthouse and called friend, who 
happened head the Alabama 
State Patrol, Colonel Lingo. just 
shot two preachers,” reportedly said 
Lingo. “You better get down here.” 
Then was arraigned charges 
murder, and spent the night ‘in the 
same jail that his victims had just vacated. 
The next morning was released bail 
few thousand dollars. 

Lingo did come down there, took 
over investigation the shooting, and 
prepared case for the grand jury. that 
time, Lingo was probably second only 
George Wallace public 
champion Alabama’s segregationist 
ways. And perhaps not surprising 
that the case developed turned 
that Daniels and Morrisroe 
had been armed the Episcopalian with 
knife and the Catholic with pistol and 
hence that Tom Coleman had acted 
self-defense. (The SNCC co-conspira- 
tors were said have hidden the 
weapons after the shooting.) The grand 
jury obligingly declined sustain the 
murder charge, reducing man- 
slaughter. 

The state attorney general, Richmond 
Flowers, who was developing repu- 
tation moderate racial matters, 
was outraged Lingo’s work. de- 
nounced the case that had been pre- 
sented the grand jury, pointed out that

small avant-garde already possesses 
home offices.

Omni shell out all that money 
isn’t. fact, when the editors bought the 
story January 1980, hadn’t even 
been written. Rather, exchange for 
publication rights, they offered financial 
support Chamberlain and his partner,

The randomness pro- 
vided dictionary files exhaustive 
lists nouns, verbs, adjectives, and ad- 
verbs that have been fed into the 
computer and become the raw material 
for text generation. The order 
vided first the knowledge 
the rules grammar and syntax and 
second, hierarchic files sophis- 
instructions that permit the 


computer vary sentence structure and 
sentence length randomly selecting the 
type and number discrete fragments, 
such modifying subordinate clauses, 
that will make the sentence. Cham- 
berlain likens these fragments child’s 
Lego blocks, which are complete unto 
themselves but capable interlocking 
with the main structure they form. This 
capacity replicates what Chamberlain 
calls kinesthetics language, the in- 
ternal dynamics, the thrusts 
The program also confers order 
the text repeating the randomly select- 
variables, and the words associated 
with them, throughout, thus creating 
continuity, red thread 

The prose that RACTER produces 
says Chamberlain, reflect 
something the person who feeds the 
raw data, the lists words that the pro- 
gram draws on. “Every word the dic- 
tionary files accompanied essen- 
tially arbitrary string characters that 
are meant reflect back and, es- 
sence, define that word and the context 
which the computer can use it. the dic- 
tionary werd ‘man,’ might ac- 
companied descriptors like ‘upright’ 
‘cow,’ might associated with ‘warm’ 
‘brown’ ‘fuzzy.’ the program de- 
cides create male character intro- 
duce cow, these other associated qual- 
ities might then introduced into the 
text.

RACTER betrays ceftain aspects the

Ryan stars Bobby Fine, 
bespectacled English professor recruited 
bail his father’s dress business out 
financial jam. Just why the mobsters who 
run the firm think 
academic from Chippenango State 
College the right man for the job 
beyond me, but this comedy 
asking questions? Bobby proves 
woefully inept his new calling, but 
through stroke fate (i.e., splitting his 
pants), accidentally invents the 
aforementioned jeans, which turn into 
the hottest female-fashion sensation since 
the miniskirt.

And Milo O’Shea 
plays him with awesome vitality and 
comic brilliance.

Instead, 
the laughs derive from his world vision. 
Dolson, Eric Roberts perfect foil 
for O’Shea; succeeds bringing out 
and reconciling his many 
and often conflicting qualities: 
sensitivity, cockiness, righteousness, pas- 
sion, humorlessness, playfulness.

ost the few cellists jazz (Oscar 
Pettiford, Ron Carter) have been 
working bassists who doubled cello 
for occasional record date. early Chico 
Hamilton quintet featured Fred Katz, but not many 
bandleaders since have followed lead 
hiring improvising cellists, not many cellists 
have sought the freedom jazz playing. David 
Eyges classically trained cellist, who, few 
weeks after graduating from the Manhattan 
School Music (in 1972), joined Gunter 
avant-garde group. Eyges found the near-complete 
freedom the Hampel group liberating but 
disconcerting; his own, learned play 
Charlie Parker melodies the cello, 
working compositions that would 
something classical discipline jazz-oriented 
playing. 

The Arrow, second album leader, 
offers duets with saxophonist Byard Lancaster 
seven Eyges compostions. These range from the 
simple riff line Jenny” the wholly 
composed serene number taken out 
tempo Lancaster, who plays over the single 
bowed notes Eyges. The compositions make 
varied demands the soloists

This Des creature small 
gestures, tiny nods and smiles, 
and when his brother makes 
trouble for him and Des 
supposed smoldering, the 
camera looks into his eyes and 
finds only darkness and obscur- 
ity ashes, not embers. Chilly 
and muffled, this must the 
most uncomfortable performance 
Niro has given since 1900, and 
knocks hole the center 
the movie. The filmmakers want 
transcend the thriller genre and 
give Cain and Abel 
character study, morality play, 
but doing forced 
their actors into kind baok- 
ish austerity it’s though 
had them stuffed. 
Perhaps it’s always bad idea 
for novelist adapt his own 
novel. Certainly it’s always bad 
idea let Joan Didion help him. 
True Confessions, the book, 
feverish parade ersatz 
Chandlerisms and church 
exposes. great novel, but 
has its virtues, principally the 
sensitive characterizations, which 
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Dunne works out through 
carefully sustained interior mono- 
logues, and the mischievous cata- 
loguing diocesan sins. The 
celebrated dialogue, which first 
has zingy appeal, soon comes 
seem hilariously artificial. All the 
characters talk the same way. 
backwards sentences, how they 
talk. And there’s lot 
characters leave out the word 
“who.” And forth. Trouble is, 
when novelist adapts his own 
screenplay, and when Joan 
Didion helps him, may find 
hard change anything throw 
anything away. Ornate passages 
show-offy slang, dirty jokes, even 
the commercial jingles that found 
some purpose the context 
the book all are wedged into the 
movie every which way, and they 
gum the story. Why, for 
sequence which Frank boasts 
about his knowledge bras- 
sieres? the “book, that’s 
aside, but devote 
whole scene it, takes sig- 
nificance that beggars reason.

The movie sort col- 
lage bits from the book, and 
lot people will find nearly 
incomprehensible. reminds 
those William Burroughs 
literary experiments, the ones 
which folds newspaper 
that the sentences from one article 
run into sentences from another; 
the meaning disappears and 
left ominous, vaguely 
poetic atmosphere. True Confes- 
sions bulges with guilty whispers 
and knowing looks. The stylized 
argot endlessly referential, but 
it’s rarely clear what, and after 
while the whole enterprise be- 
gins strike one little nasty 
once smug and arcane, the 
way books (though not 
often are. Joan 
writing doesn’t connect with our 
emotions, connects with our 
anomie. And it’s awful watch 
Dunne’s boisterous story suc- 
cumb her mesmeric lethargy. 
Not that the movie doesn’t add 
the end. True Confessions 
meticulously structured, built 
around pairings and balances and 
graceful motifs, and though the 
accents and emphases are off, the 
facts are all place. The movie 
constructed around three central 
scenes that take place confes- 
Tommy confessing 
Des, Des confessing his stout- 
hearted mentor (Burgess Mere- 
dith), and then Tommy and Jack, 
the corrupt construction king 
(Durning), confessing Des 
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rapid succession. All three cen- 
tral characters Tommy, Des, 
and Jack are ruined souls grop- 
ing for morality, and 
fascinating the movie the 
way the power absolution 
shifts from hand hand: the 
end, only Tommy, whose guilt 
has set the final chain events 
motion, can absolve the other 
two, and one can absolve him. 
This all very well, but it’s not 
enough hang movie on, and 
neither are the lip-smacking 
revelations about police and 
church corruption. mean, 
anyone terribly astonished that 
priests can connivers that 
cardinal might look the other 
way? The film revels watching 
monsignor say “fuck” the 
way the cardinal cheats cro- 
quet, but this seems rather 
parochial sort naughtiness 
listening the sniggering 
altar boys. Besides, these little 
threads should merely provide the 
fuse for firecracker plot, 
plot that explodes when the mur- 
der solved, when the resent- 
ment between the brothers boils 
over, when the cop scams and the 
church scams and the prostitu- 
tion scams all blow the faces 
their perpetrators. Instead, the 
firecracker fizzles. Because 
much the action takes place 
golf courses and church 
soirees, the movie feels talky and 
hemmed in. And despite 
promising confrontation among 
Tommy, Des, and Jack din- 
ner honoring Jack “Catholic 
Layman the Year,” there 
finally climax. The movie 
simply fades away. 

the book, course, 
the point. The solution the 
murder absurd, pointless, and 
it’s the tainted chain transac- 
tions exposes that matters. But 
Dunne and Didion have changed 
the plot without changing the 
mood that surrounds it; now the 
crime, though still pointless, con- 
nects more clearly with the web 
venality, and when the movie 
rolls its eyes and Shrugs, the way 
the book does, resent 
the filmmakers are tod cool and 
piss-elegant work much 
emotion, why should we? True 
Confessions handsome film, 
and it’s hard knock 
tasteful, restrained direction. But 
hard warm it, too. 
may have been stuck with this 
perfumed script, but wish he’d 
pushed his camera into the thick 
things, stepping toes, grab- 
bing close-ups, letting high and 
low angles tell the story the 
screenplay refuses tell. Like 
many novelist-screenwriters, 
Dunne and Didion think that 
swell substitute for those rich and 
tortured interior monologues 
show Tommy Des thinking 
that’s right, just walking around 
thinking. Not much you can 
with pap like that, but Grosbard 
doesn’t even try; photographs 
the scenes from 
great distance, that can 
scarcely see fates all get are 
trees and walls and streets. Gros- 
bard comes principally from the 
stage, and Dunne and Didion are 
literati; for them may seem 
sort condescension mak- 
ing movie. One senses that they 
don’t want get their hands 
dirty that carny world box 
offices and marquees and full- 
page ads.
